It  is  unfortunate  that  In  certain 
of  the  communicable  diseases  the 
carrier  state  develops.  The  carrier 
Is  a  person  who^  though  well,  har- 
bors the  germs  of  disease  and  Is 
capaMe  of  spreading  disease  by 
passing  the  germs  on  to  others.  The 
person  who  is  ill  with  a  com 
munlcable  dl.sea.se  is  recognized  as  a 
.source  of  infection  and  is  therefore 
isolated.  Thr  discharges  from  the 
body  of  the  patient  are  destroyed  so 
that  they  may  not  spread  the  dis- 
ease germs  which  they  con  tain.  The 
carrier,  very  often  tmaware  or  not 
suspecting  his  condition,  goes  about 
his  ordinary  life  taking  no  special 
precautions 

Whether  or  not  the  typhoid  ear- 
ner spreads  the  disease  depend.s 
upon  the  habits  of  the  carrier  and 
hLs  occupation.  The  typhoid  germs 
leave  the  body  of  the  carrier  in  the 
urine  or  faeces,  or  both.  If  the 
carrier  would  thoroughly  scour  his 
hands  after  every  visit  to  the  toilet, 
he  would  In  general  be  safe  Faii- 
lU-e  to  do  so.  or  Just  a  casual  rins.'ug 
of  the  hands,  leaves  the  hands  ol 
the  carrier  contaminated  with  ty- 
phoid Kerms.

The  provisions  contained  In  the  bill  to  abollah 
the  Oath  of  AUeglanee  to  the  Brltlitti  CrowH  art 

in  direct  ronfllct  with  ohllKatlt ms  iindrrtakr!)  by 
the  Irish  Free  State  under  the  Ueaty  of  10:21 
Mo  quibbling,  no  casuistry  can  aboltoh  thli  coti- 
ception.  The  facts  of  the  situation,  .so  ea.sily 
ascertainable,  are  as  follows.  On  December  0. 
IMl,  the  treaty  was  signed  by  representathrts  of 
the  British  Govenuntnt  and  of  Sinn  Fein.  The 
Daily  Elreann  approved  the  treaty  by  a  njalorlty 
of  seven.  The  claim  now  advanced  by  llr.  de 
Valtra  is  that  in  the  recent  elections  he  received 
a  mandate  to  abolish  the  Oath  of  Allegianee. 
and,  moreover,  a  similar  mandate  to  withhold 
the  land  annuities.  His  claim  Is  that  the  Free 
State  ha.s  "an  absolute  right  to  modify  its  eon- 
fitltytlon  as  its  people  desire,"  and  that  "the  oath 
Is  ^t.  mandatory  In  the  treaty." 

Mr  J  H.  Thomas,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
BriU&h  Government,  takes  the  viewpoint  that 
the  oath  It  an  integral  part  of  the  treaty.  What- 
ever rights  Mr.  de  Valera  may  have  in  his  argu- 
ment that  the  constitution  of  the  Free  State  may 
bQ  amended  they  are  subject  to  one  condition, 
n^Bfiely.  that  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  cannot 
b^lnvalldated  without  mutual  consent.  Even 
Mlifdt  Valera  admlU  that  be  has  no  mandate 
to  ^repudiate  the  treaty,"  but  in  the  bill  now  be- 
fore the  Free  State  he  claims  that  the  oath  is 
ntt  mandatory  in  the  treaty.  That  claim  is 
b;-'    '  ra.sul.stlc  Interpretation  of  the  words, 

••»p  be  taken, '  in  Article  4  of  the  treaty,  a  phrase 
wMeh  Mr.  dt  Valtra  construes  as  mtanlnff  that 
t^p  taking  of  the  oath  shall  be  optional.  Mr. 
de  Valera  has  not  tested  his  interpretation  of 
tHt  taking  of  tht  ot*h  m  tht  Free  SUte  courts. 
He  has  simp)j  brought  down  leglalatlmi  to 
abolish  it. 

Treaties,  even  bttwttn  members  of  an  Mm- 

pire,  have  the  saBM  binding  force  as  if  interna- 
tl(»nally  arranged.  All  English  legal  opinion  is 
td  the  effect  that  tht  oath  to  binding.  It  to 
binding  botli  in  law  and  in  honor  The  Inten- 
tion of  Article  4  in  the  treaty  Is  obvious.  The 
oath  to  the  most  important  part  of  tht  trtaty 
and  its  repudiation  l.s  an  act  of  dishonor.  Mr. 
d«  yaltra's  bill  provides  for  the  repeal  of  Stc- 
tlMt  9  Of  the  Oonstltutnt  Act,  by  which  tht  trtaty 
;  uiven  the  force  of  law,  and  any  .i  '  nent 
to  the  constitution  which  is  repugnant  to  the 
terms  of  tht  treaty  becomtt  void  and  InoptratlTe. 
"There  can  be  no  que.sflon,"  wrlte.s  Mr.  Hugh 
O'Neill,  "but  that  the  repeal  of  this  section  would 
be.  a  repudiation  of  the  treaty.** 

Mr.  O'Neill,  writing  in  The  Empire  Review, 
says  that  quite  apart  from  the  treaty,  "does  not 
the  repudiation  of  aOtflanee  to  the  Grown  In- 
volve the  repudiation  of  the  Imperial  connection 
In  its  entirety?  Those  who  speak  today  of  the 
Crown  as  the  sole  rtmalnlng  bond  of  the  Kmpire 
are  using  the  language  not  of  .sentimentality  but 
Of  fact.

affah-s.  though  united  by  conunon  allegiance  to 
the  Crown.'  There  to  no  other  constitutional 
link.  Mr.  d'  a,  it  seems,  wishes  to  repudi- 
ate thi.s  single  obligation  and  retain  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  association."

EAILCAR  MAY  SAVE  KOADS 

What  Alfred  Denviiif,  MP,  for 
Newcastle  Central,  England,  be- 
lieves wdl  brUig  back  prosperity  for 
British  railroads,  has  been  Invented 
in  England  and  tested  near  New- 
castle. It  Is  a  railcar  of  Diesel 
oil  electric  type.  Severel  railway 
experts  aooompanled  DenvlUe  en  a 
test  run,  and  declsrsd  the  iaventlon 
a  suoeeas.  The  car,  which  passed 
all  tests  made  in  the  north  of  Eng- 
land, moved  off  smoothly,  and 
speeded  up  witii  reiiiai  kable  i  eier- 
ity.  It  Is  estimated  thai  with  lhe.se 
cars  the  cost  of  running  and  fuel 
will  be  reduced  by  50  per  cent,  the 
cost  e(  fad  eoneumption  being  less 
than  two  cento  a  mUe.  Speeds  up 
to  slxty-flve  miles  an  hour  have  al- 
ready been  attained,  and  although 
the  cars  are  being  tested  on  branch 
lines  at  present  they  otn  be  OBSd 
for  main  line  traffic.

Mr.  Swan  dwelt  at  some  length 
with  the  teachhiga  of  Carl  Barth, 
whose  Influence  was  predominating 
so  strongly  the  modem  German 
students.  It  was  aald  that  half  the 
students  of  Germany  were  his  fol- 
lower.s.  The  theory  taught  that  the 
leUgiou  of  Christ  was  a  tremendous 
thinur  and.  In  this  respect,  was  a 
good  antidote  to  the  modernism 
which  believed  in  letting  things 
drift  along. 

Hie  speaker  thought  that  per- 
haps between  the  two  pcdea  of 
Barthism  and  the  humanistic 
theory,  there  might  be  found  a
